Christian Marker, dairy superinten- 
dent for the Dominion govt. in Alber-

advantages to the farmer of a store of 
ice, particularly if he is interested in 
dairying or in supplying milk or cream 
to acreamery; and practical directicns 
for putting up ice cheaply so that it 
will he effectively preserved. Not a 
really difficult matter in this northern 

latitude. “Now is the time—the ac. 
cepted time—for the dairy farmers of 
Alberta to make preparations. for a 
good summer's work, which will be 
profitable to themsel ve es and :reditable 
t> the country. I have at present 
special reference to the gathering in of |

“1, It will enable you te get the 
greatest possible quantity of butter out 
of the milk. 

“2. It will save you the loss and, 
well; humiliation too, of having your 
milk or cream rejected by the butttr 
maker, who has to follow his inscruct- 
icns and receive only such milk and 
cream as will enable him te make the 
best quality of butter that will bring 

the highest price when shipped to a 
market where the competition is keen, 
and nothing but the very best and fin- 
est goods bring the highest price. 

And then consider how you will 
gladden the heart of the butter maker, 
by sending him nice, sweet, good 
flavored milk and cream and thus 
make his work and duties a source of 
pleasure to him instead of anxiety and 
uncertainty. I would strongly impress 
upon the minas of the dairy farmer, 
that his and the creamery man’s inter- 
ests are identically the same. 

Looking aside from the question of 
dairying, a supply of ice during the 
summer will prove a great boon on the 
farm for the preservation of meats, 
fruit,ete. An eminent dairy writer 
says: “Just let your wife have an ice 
box and a cake of ice every day during 
the summer and she will tell you all 
about it the first day you stop the sup- 


ply.” 


| STORING ICE. 

For want of an ice house the ice 
may be stored in the corner of a barn 
for instance. Of course the ice 
should be thoroughly insulated at the 
bottom, on all sides and the top to 
prevent unecessary waste by melting. 

An efficient form of a cheap floor, as 
described by Professor Robertson, may 
be made by using 12 inches of cobbie 
or broken stones, covered with coarse

: pieces and put closely together on the 
| floor, the ‘space between the cakes 
shonld be filled with broken ice or wet 
snow and packed solidly. 

When the first layer of ice is put in, 
the surface should be levelled off as 
nearly as practicable for the next. The 
side insulation, a layer of fine hay or 
straw, entirely free from snow or ice 
chips, may now be pu; in between the 
ice and the wall, solidly packed to a 
thickness of from one to two feet, the | 

latter preferable. Care should be tak- 
en when putting in the new layer that 
no ice chips get mixed with the straw, 
as the melting of it would. wet the 
straw, and lessen its insulating 
efficiency. 

When all the ice is put up and 
packed around the sides, it should be 
covered with a layer of straw about 
two feet thick, which, when remove 
for the taking out of ice, should be care 
fully replaced again each time. 
| Cine ton of closely packed ice oceu- 

pies a space of 40 cubic feet ; so in or- 
der to calculate the tonnage of ice in an 
ice house, we simply divide the cubie 
contents of the space which it oceu- 
pies by 40, 

Special precauticn should be taken 
that the insulation under the ice, and 
around the sides of it be, packed per- 
fectly close, if it is not the cold air wili 
leak out under the ice, and produce a 

| current of warm air flowing down- 

wards and melting it very rapidly. 

The ice when put up should be as 
nearly as possible a solid block.

That the following green timber be 
allowed each bona fide settler. 


(1) 300 lineal feet of building logs. 
(2) 3000 spruce, tamarack or poplar 
| fence rails, 

(3) 1000 fence posts not exceeding 
| 8 ft. long, 

| The above motion was put to the 
meeting and carried unanimously. 

It was then moved by R. F. Dick- 
| Son, seconded by James Haydon, that 
| in the opinion of this meeting, the set- 
tlers of Lacombe are caused much in- 
convenience, dissatisfaction and ex- 
| pense in making entries for their home- 
| Steads, and statements uecessary to se- 
cure patents, and the obtaining of hay 
permits. 


Therefore, we respectfully request 

the honorable minister of the interior, 
| Ottawa, to take immediate action to es- 
tablish a Dominion Jand office in the 
| town of Lacombe. Motion carried un-
